agriculturists that, considering the 
amount of the subscriptions, the 
prizos aro quite as high as oould bo 
expeotod. Thero is every reason to 
hopo that tho Sooiety will go on 
steadily increasing year by year, if 
tho Show is made an annual insiitu» 
tion, for fow will fall of? who have 
onco Biibscribod, and overy year somo 
ambitiouB cultivator of tho soil, or 
somo breeders of stock who havo not 
before oxhibitod, will becomo momborg, 
for the sako of displaying thoir aohiov- 
monts, or in the hopo of taking prizos. 
Everything must havo a beginning, 
and wo may congratulate ourselves 
upon tho increaso of tho amount 
subscribed towards this yoar's Show, 
as compared with that of 18G5 ; throe 
years ago tho population of tho town 
of Victoria was larger than it is now, 
yet tho amount subscribed this year 
exceeds that of 1805, by more than 
$200.

Fish In Bmtisu Columbia — A remarkable 
feature in British Columbia is the obuudanco 
offish and of salmon particularly. Salmon 
Bwarm in such numbers that, according to 
MrLoid, naturalist to tho Boundary Com- 
mission, every rivulet is so crammad that 
from want of room they push one nnothor 
high aoH dry upon the pebbles. Each with 
Lis bead up stream scuffles lor precedence. 
With one's hands only, tons of salmon might 
bo procured. Once started on their jeurnoy 
f he fish Dever turn back. As fast as those m 
i.-ont die, fresh arrivals take thoir places and 
share their fate. Fcr two months this great 
salmon army proceeds up stream, furnishing 
food, without which the Indians must perish 
miserably. For six months in the year thoy 
depend on the salmon which they obtain in 
June and July, and preserve by drying in the 
sun. — London Paper.

Editor Colonic, — If ono gentleman tells 
anottfer bo has £1000 a year, he is generally 
believed ; if a matter of business is con- 
cerned, proof ia given by reference to a 
banker's book or a rent roll. With regard 
to my figures, 1 first of nil Btated that they 
were correct, and you know me well enough 
to be certain that I would not publish them 
unless they wero so. Since then I hnvo, as 
it were, referred you to my banker's book ; 
you still refuse to ba oonvinced. For tbe 
benefit however of thoso who may bo inter- 
ested in tbo matter I again relor you to the 
estimates of British Columbia and Vancou- 
ver laland for 18G4, or tho published re- 
turns of rovonue und expenditure for that 
year, from whiob you and any ono of the 
public who desire to bo convinced can, if 
they tuko tho trouble.

The Wimblcdou Meeting. 

On Saturday the first half of tbo pro- 
ceedings of tho Association for the present 
year were brought to a close. Of the 
competitions making the heaviest calls 
upon available time nnd target space 
many, such as tho St. George's First 
Stage, Queen's, ai d Alexandra, where 
the competitors are reckoned by thous- 
ands, bavo now conclude 1, leaving a com 
parativtly clear stage lor tlio*e matches 
to which, possibly, a still stronger per- 
sonal interest attaches. 

Tho list of business on Saturday was 
fuller than that on any previous day of 
the week, including no less t .an 12 dis- 
tinct competitons 

By a curious coincidence the Belgian 
Voluntceers nnd his Royal Eligbnasg. the 
Prince of Wales met again at Wimble 
don, as they had done tbe corresponding 
Saturday of last year. Then, however, 
tho Belgians came as national guests, and 
were received by the Prince in tlio name 
of tho people, in a pitiless storm of wind 
and rain. On Saturday they came uiiiW 
happier skies and iu an unofficial eapucitj; 
tho Belgians to bo present as spectators 
at the volley firing competition for the 
Challenge Cup presented by the Chas- 
seurs Eclairuurs of Brussels, and His 
Royal Highness to exhibit the sympathy 
of his house with manly sports, aud with 
all that interests the nation. 

Tho Prince of Wales was accompanied 
by Prince Teck, and one of the events 
which appeared to possess most attrac- 
tion for tho Royal party was tho contest 
for the International Irish Challenge 
trophy. This dia^instiep, which consists 
of a cap valuo JESoO subscribed for i: 
Ireland, together with a personal decora- 
tion worth about £5 to be retained by 
tho winner, is properly the second stage 
of tho International Enfield Trophy, only 
the three best shots out of the "Interna-, 
tional Irish," formerly tho Inter- 
national Enfield was shot for annually at 
Wnublodon, but, with a view to inter 
communication and good fellowship be- 
tween the different poations of tho United 
Kingdom, it was arranged that in future 
tho trophy should be competed for in the 
country which held it for tho time being. 
Under thoso circumstances tho massive 
piece of plate, was this year competed for 
in Scotland, and having bee.n won by the 
English Twenty, next ye-.r's competition 
will accordingly be at Wimbledon. The 
three best shots in tho recent Scotch con- 
test now met to try their strength for 
the International Irish Trophy,— that is 
to say, Captain Armstrong, of the 1st 
Lanark, representing Ireland; Sergeant 
Plcndcrleith, Scotland ; and Corporal 
Meppiestone, of the Otli Lancashire shoot- 
ing on behalf of all England. Tho dis. 
tances wero 200, 500 and GOO yards, 
with seven shots at each distance. 

At tho first range Ireland was two 
points ahead of England and three, of 
Scotland; at tho second range Scotland 
tnude 24 to Ireland's 22, but England 
had falloti so far bohind as to bo virtually 
out ol the contest. The next distance 
was watched with considerable interest, 
and at its close the aggregate scores were 
announced by Colonel Colvilo as follow:-—

Tho successful competitor, Captain 
Armstrong, had tho honor of being Intro- 
duced to tho Priueo of Walts, by whom 
he was presented with a amtill badgo coru- 



momorative of his victory, added also the 
expression of his personal congratulations 
to the loud cheers of the bystanders. 
His Royal Highness subsequently visited 
other points of interest along the ranges, 
and more especially that ot which the 
military breeoh loading competition is bo- 
ing held. At this raugo there has boeu 
from time to tirao some remarkably rapid 
firing. During the time tho Prince was 
looking on, one Volunteer fired 38 rounds 
in three minutes, making '48 points at tho 
500 yards raugo. This, however, was 
inferior in point of merit' to tho previous 
performance of a marksman shooting with 
tho new Korr riflo, who in the samo time 
fired fewer rounds— that 'is to say, 36 
shots with 31 hits, bat making a scoro of 
83 marks. 

The Prince himself fired some shots at 
the Running Deer Range. In tho course 
of tho afternoon the Prince of Wales, 
Prince Teck, and a distinguished party 
wero entertained at luncheon by tin Enrl 
and Countess Spencer. On quitting the 
ground his Royal Highness was very 
cordially cheered. 

[At tho second stago of tho Queen's 
Prize at Wimbledon, we find Mr, Thomp- 
son tho crack shot and formerly a bands* 
man in our local rifio corps tuking port ; 
he is now Corporal iu the 12th Cheshire aud 
stood I3th man with a score of 54, out 
of tho 32 men who continued to tho end of 
tho contest for this grand national prizo.

Lord Milton has done groat service In 
drawing attention to the facts of tho case, 
und wo hope ho will not rest satisfied un- 
til tho much desired improvement is 
secured.

Dublin*, Sept. 27 — The leaders of tho
